County To Hold Vote On 
Champion Recreation Area 


COUNTY COUNCIL 
MEETING 

The regular April meeting of 
the Council of the County of Vul¬ 
can No. 2 was held on Friday, 
April 17. The meeting convened at 
10:20 in the forenoon. Reeve Jack 
Deitz presided and Councillors F. 
E. Hubka, A. W. Ulrich, Ivan 
Haga, R. S. Irwin, A. McAlister, M. 
Willard, J. M. McKay, F. N. Thur- 
ber and D. A. McNiven were pre¬ 
sent. Also present at the meeting 
was D. D. McQueen, secretary- 
treasurer. 

The council considered the 
school committee report. The 
school committee meeting had 
been held on Monday, April 13, 
and Mr. McKay gave the council 
particulars of some of the busi¬ 
ness which had been transacted, 
the number of teachers who had 
resigned, those who are coming 
on staff and other matters. It was 
noted that the school committee 
had unanimously recommended the 
naming of the Elementary School 
at Vulcan the Hazel Cameron 
Elementary School to commemor¬ 
ate the name of Miss Hazel B. 
Cameron who had taught in this 
school for over 30 years. This 
action had been, highly endorsed 
by the whole community. 

The School Committee had in¬ 
spected the progress of the Cen¬ 
tral High School addition, and 
general satisfaction had been ex¬ 
pressed that the work was pro¬ 
gressing favorably. The commit¬ 
tee had also inspected the teacher- 
age sites at Vulcan and gave in¬ 
structions to have the grounds 
landscaped and additional side¬ 
walks installed. 

It was moved and carried that 
the Court of Revision be held in 
the county office on Tuesday. May 
26, 1964, at 10:00 o’clock in the 
forenoon. 

A letter from the Secretary of 
th» County of Wheatland in re¬ 
spect to subsidizing grasshopper 
poison was read. It was noted that 
the County of Wheatland and 
other districts in the immediate 
vicinity had been making a prac¬ 
tice of subsidizing the grasshopper 
poison to farmers in an effort to 
obtain greater control of grass¬ 
hopper infestation. This matter had 
been discussed by the County of 
Vulcan on previous occasions and 
no action had been taken to in¬ 
stitute the policy of subsidizing 
this product in the county. It was 
moved and carried that the County 
of Vulcan continue its present 
policy of not granting any sub¬ 
sidy on pesticides, insecticides or 
weed poison. 

The matter of pounds in the 
county was discussed and various 
opinions expressed as to the loca¬ 
tions and number of pounds to 
serve the district. It was finally 
decided that the Service Board 
Field Supervisor would make a 
survey and the service board make 
a recommendation for the esta¬ 
blishment of central pounds or 
otherwise at the next county 
council meeting. 

The service board had also had 
some meetings with interested 
farmers in respect to soil drifting 
control. A good deal of informa¬ 
tion had been given and demon¬ 
strations had been held in the 
county on methods of soil drifting 
control. It was felt these meetings 
had been helpful and beneficial 
to farmers with this problem. 

Mr. Irwin also reported in re¬ 
spect to the Blackie Seed Cleaning 
Plant and its problem of founda¬ 
tion deterioration and the extent 
of the repairs which are neces¬ 
sary. 

The secretary reported that an 
offer had been made to the owners 
of a small parcel of land in the 
S.E. ' 5-18-26-4 for a nuisance 
ground and that the owners had 
stated that they did not wish to 
sell the eight acres. Mr. McKay 
felt that a greater effort should 
be made to obtain this land as it 
is badly needed for purposes of a 
nuisance ground in the Brant 
area, and instructions were given 
to the secretary-treasurer to make 
another appeal to the owners. 

An application to subdivide a 
small parcel of land in the ham¬ 
let of Brant by A. B. Parker was 
considered. It was moved and car¬ 
ried that the Council of the 
County of Vulcan recommend the 
application. 

The secretary-treasurer reported 
that a petition had been received 
prior to April 15, signed by some 
65 ratepayers in the area affect¬ 
ed, requesting that By-Law No. 
432 be submitted to a vote of the 
proprietory electors - ' before it is 
considered by the council. This by¬ 
law concerns the setting up of a 
joint, recreation board in the 
Champion district. 

By-law No. 436, a by-law to 


authorize a vote of the pro¬ 
prietory electors under Section 
326 (c) of the Municipal District 
Act, for the purpose of receiving 
votes for or against By-law No. 
432, was introduced, read three 
times and passed. 

It was moved and carried that 
the vote on By-law No. 432 be 
held on Monday, June 22, 1964, 
from 9:00 o’clock in the forenoon 
until 5:00 o’clock in the afternoon; 
that Earl Smith be appointed re¬ 
turning officer; that Poll No. 1 be 
located at the Champion Village 
Office and that Mrs. D. Keenan 
be deputy returning officer; that 
Poll No. 2 be located at the Al¬ 
fred Rupp residence on the S.E. 
15-15-22-4 and that Alfred Rupp 
be deputy returning officer; that 
Poll No. 3 be located at the Ray¬ 
mond Fath residence on the S.W. 
4-15-24-4 and that Raymond Fath 
be deputy returning officer; that 
on Wednesday, June 24, 1964, at 
12:00 o’clock noon, the returning 
officer, at the county office, Vul¬ 
can, will sum up and declare the 
result of the vote. 

At 2:00 o’clock in the afternoon, 
By-law No. 437, a by-law to au¬ 
thorize the expropriation of certain 
lands in the N.W. 34-14-22-4 for 
the purpose of a roadway, was in¬ 
troduced and read a first time. 

Mrs. Gertrude B. Scott, register¬ 
ed owner of the land referred to 
in the by-law, accompanied by her 
husband, J. C. Scott, was present 
at the meeting and made represen¬ 
tation to the council opposing the 
passing of the by-law to expro¬ 
priate the land. Mr. Scott present-

40 lb. Meteorite Fragment 
Deemed Important Find 


Discovery of a rare meteorite 
from the vicinity of Mars or Ju¬ 
piter was revealed recently by 
UAC scientists. 

The 40-pound fragment was dis¬ 
covered two years ago in a farm 
field, 15 miles north-east of Vul¬ 
can, but came to the attention of 
the university only recently. 

Dr. T. A. Oliver, UAC geologist, 
said the meteorite is one of 25 dis¬ 
covered in Canada, of a total of 
1,500 found in the world. 

The find was made in 1962 by 
Vulcan farmer N. K. Budd while 
ploughing a field. 

Mr. Budd did not realize the im¬ 
portance of th<* discovery until his 
wife attended UAC’s Open House 
earlier this year and saw photo¬ 
graphs of meteorites. 

Dr. Oliver said the age of the 
fragment found in Alberta is not 
known, but previous meteorites 
have been estimated to be four bil¬ 
lion years old. 

The UAC geologist said the frag¬ 
ment found at Vulcan may be 
only part of a meteorite shower. 

He asked farmers in the area 
to look for other parts for the 
university. 

Dr. Oliver said current scientific 
interest is mounting in meteorites 
in connection with space researen. 
Geologists are interested because a 
meteorite’s composition resembles 
the material of earth’s core. 

“Study of the meteorites may- 
yield information about the deep 
interior of the earth," he says. 

Dr. Oliver said the meteorites 
are believed to come from a Mars- 



Jupiter asteroid belt, which occa¬ 
sionally intersects the earth's orbit. 

The meteorite showers or frag¬ 
ments may come from planets 
which have gone through similar 
stages of development to the 
earth’s and then disintegrated. 

The meteorite found at the Budd 
farm is angular in shape, about 
a foot long, eight inches wide. 

Stone-like in appearance.-it con¬ 
tains about 15 per cent nickle and 
iron ore and will respond to a bar 
magnet.

A most welcome weekend rain 
that covered most of Alberta and 
Saskatchewan has greatly improv¬ 
ed moisture conditions, particularly 
in Southern Alberta, and spring 
seeding will be in full swing just 
as soon as fields are dry enough. 

In the County of Vulcan area, 
scattered showers in the earlier 
days of last week brought a half¬ 
inch or more of moisture in some 
districts, while other districts got 
only a trace of rain. But starting 
on Saturday a slow, drizzling rain 
started to soak the, ground and 
continued fairly steadily until 
Tuesday of this week, with all 
parts of the county receiving the 
welcome moisture. According to 
precipitation records, it was the 
best May rain to fall in this part 
of the province since 1959 and 
moisture conditions for spring 
seeding are now considered very 
good. 

At Vulcan, the official precipita¬ 
tion records kept by Larry Hagg 
of the Alberta Wheat Pool No. 1 
elevator show that from Thursday 
to Tuesday total rainfall was 1.61 
inches, but districts that received 
the earlier showers in many cases 
report rainfall for the week of 
over two inches. 

Government records kept by 
David B. Sim of the Berrywater 
district north-east of Vulcan show 
that the heavy weekend rain total¬ 
led two and a half inches in that 
district. Mr. Sim’s records also 
show that in April snowfall 
amounted to eight inches und rain 
to .28 of an inch. 

On Tuesday, the Advocate check¬ 
ed by telephone with Alberta 
Wheat Pool agents at the villages 
in the county and their reports 
show that the rainfall varied from 
one and a quarter inches to two 
and a quarter. 

At Carmangay, agent Bert Blim- 

kle reported, two inches; at Cham¬ 


pion, Ken Stephenson reported the 
rainfall was from one and a quar¬ 
ter to one and a half inches in 
that district; at Milo Harvey Chaf¬ 
fee reports 1.8 inches; at Lomond, 
John Gray reports 2.25 inches; and 
at Arrowwood Hank Walsh reports 
approximately two inches.

Carmangay To Get Dial Phones, 
Direct Distance Dialing May 17 


On May 17, 1964, at 12:01 a.m., 
Alberta Government Telephones 
will bring dial telephone service 
and direct distance dialing to Car¬ 
mangay. 

Total cost of the project has 
been set at $47,000. Of this 
amount, $45,000 is being spent on 
dial equipment. Outside plant fa¬ 
cilities are being installed at n 
cost of $2,000. Other expenditures 
will go towards cables, aerial ex¬ 
tensions, tool and exchange facili¬ 
ties, outside plant equipment, and 
miscellaneous circuits. 

The costly installations that will 
soon be put into service are a far 
cry from those in use when the 
office was first opened. In the 
early days, one small switchboard 
and a few magneto phones were 
sufficient to serve the needs of the 
entire community. 


Carmangay has grown, through 
the years, to the point where there 
are now over 180 telephone sub¬ 
scribers. This growth is expected 
to continue, and it is estimated 
that the number of subscribers will 
increase to 360 within the next 
five years. . 

Seven-digit numbers are to be 
used on the new phones. All num¬ 
bers will start with the same three 
digits 643. Use of the seven-digit 
numbering system will make it 
possible for Carmangay to be in¬ 
cluded in the direct distance dial¬ 
ing network which covers Canada 
and the United States. 

The combination of dial phone n 
and DDD will provide Carmangay 
the fastest, most efficient, and 
most convenient telephone service 
available.

If there is no sign of a ’’bubble”, 
the fabric’s "bounce to the inch” 
is excellent or very good. If a 
trace of "bubble” remains on the 
first inspection but quickly disap¬ 
pears before your eyes, the snap- 
back rating is good or fair. If the 
"bubble” persists after 30 seconds 
even though it has diminished 
somewhat in size, the pants have 
been made of a “lazy” fabric with 
a poor or very poor recovery rat¬ 
ing. 

Many factors can be a fault in 
the production of a lazy stretch 
fabric — inaccurate loom tensions, 
inadequate filling techniques or 
types of yarns, improper finishing 
methods — that it is difficult to 
pin-point the culprit outside of a 
well-equipped textile lab. 

However, nylon’s “m e m o r y” 
never fails a well-consl rutted 
stretch fabric. This is because it is 
a thermoplastic fibre which can be 
heat-sot to assume a permanent 
shape.

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An Awakening 

To the delight of many, the Vulcan area in the past 
year has shown signs of awakening to the concept 
that live local music can be just as important a part 
of community life and enjoyment as are sports, clubs, 
lodges and the myriad of other diversions which en¬ 
gulf the spare time of all. 

For years, practically the only show of music lo¬ 
cally has been from a few pianists and the odd vo¬ 
calist who have stubbornly worked at music and deriv¬ 
ed some measure of recognition and achievement. It 
is to the credit of teachers, students and parents that 
these young musicians survived for they will be first 
to admit they were all alone in something of a musi¬ 
cal wasteland into which this and other areas slipped. 

Now the scene appears on the verge of change. Of 
great importance is the addition of music to the 
school curriculum. A full time consultant is develop¬ 
ing music knowledge and appreciation at all levels of 
schooling. Recently the second school choral festival 
was heard by outside musical authorities in which 
room teachers led their own pupils through selections. 
The school glee club has been compared favorably 
with city school groups. This is encouraging. 

At the community level, since Vulcan’s 50th Anni¬ 
versary celebration last year during which three out¬ 
side bands were featured, the establishment of the 
County’s own band organization, both junior and 
senior calibre, has done much to liven the musical 
scene. The growth of the band movement has been 
spurred on by the presence of the bands in con¬ 
cert here. These groups have generally been 
well received but what is more important is the 
fact that about 65 yourig people and adults have un¬ 
dertaken as a hobby, the task of learning to play an 
instrument themselves. 

And so it was happy coincidence that the Training 
Command Band of the RCAF, one of three airforce 
bands in Canada, was steered to Vulcan for two con¬ 
certs recently. The demonstration of instruments and 
makeup of the band was shown the students during 
an afternoon concert and this was of great benefit to 
budding instrumentalists in the audience. Its value 
went even further. Listening to the band on the stage 
was in a sense, a demonstration of the end product to 
which the teachers are trying to guide pupils. Not 
that any or all of them will take an instrument and 
master it as completely as the musicians on 
stage. However if this association with music either 
by playing an instrument or by hearing, live, music 
above the guitar level, can instil in our youngsters, 
nothing more than an interest and enjoyment of it, 
then we will have given them a gift and done them a 
favor that money cannot buy. 

Good Insurance 

The value of a local Civil Defence (Emergency 
Measures) Unit was demonstrated at Nanton during 
the recent blizzard when the Nanton Civil Defence 
■Unit efficiently took over’ the welfare and housing of 
300 adults and children stranded in that town by the 
storm. The traffic control and welfare departments 
bore the brunt of the load, but the accommodation 
list maintained to handle city evacuees proved in¬ 
valuable and all stranded motorists were registered, 
fed and had billets arranged for them. 

How different this was from the situation in Fort 
Macleod, which disbanded its Civil Defence Unit some 
months ago. Faced with the same problem of the 
welfare of stranded motorists, the work of caring 
for them fell on the RCMP and on the nurses at the 
hospital — all of whom were already under pressure 
as the result of about 15 storm-caused highway ac¬ 
cidents. After this unhappy experience the Fort 
Macleod nurses are now asking the town council to 
re-activate and re-organize a Civil Defence Unit in 
that centre, for what has happened once can happen 
again and the value of an organization trained to 
deal with such emergencies was well proven by the 
manner in which the situation was handled at Nanton. 

The same situation did not arise in Vulcan but 
the Civil Defence unit here would have been equal to 
the occasion if its services had been needed. Its volun¬ 
teer workers are trained in communications, traffic 
control, welfare and other skills needed in such an 
emergency. Having such an organization is good 
insurance — insurance that pays off when the need 
arises.

To avoid infection of susceptible 
crops sown on the same or adjacent 
land, diseased crops and volunteer 
plants must be killed to eliminate 
the disease-carrying mites. It is 
difficult to kill winter wheat but 
probably the most effective imple¬ 
ment for this is the one-way disc. 
If a good kill is not achieved, fur¬ 
ther cultivation will be required 
before wheat and barley can be 
safely sown.
